First, simp­ 
lest, most popular and incidentally 
the best guide is to measure the 
height of the body. Unhappy the

year to year there was not a door 
jamb or wall space where on every 
birthday he or she was stood in 
bare feet and the height, age and 
date eternally recorded. 
There 
is 
also 
the 
growth 
in 
weight, less spectacular, but an al­ 
most equally accurate guide. 
Then there is the combination of 
height and weight which gives a 
rough index of the “constitution”. 
It is a still more accurate method 
because, in general, an above-the- 
average heavy child is below the 
average for age in height. 
Methods of Measurement 
But there are many other methods 
of measutement of growth. 
The 
"X-ray age,” for instance, may be 
entirely different from the height 
or weight index of development. 
The .bones arc not solid or con­ 
tinuous at birth. If they were, the 
body couldn't grow at all. But there 
are soit places at the ends of the 
long bones, made of cartilage at 
birth, which grow in length and 
finally become bony-centeis of ossi­ 
fication The ossification occurs on 
the average at a pretty definite age 
period. 
The X-ray reveals whether ossi­ 
fication has occurred or not and 
on this basis the X-ray age, or 
bone age, or ossification age, is de­ 
termined -a much mole s ientiiic 
estimate of real age than the chro­ 
nological or birthday age. 
Growth In Tissues 
This last consideration shows that 
the real springs and seats of growth 
are deep In tile tissues themse ves. 
Height and weight are only super­ 
ficial manifestations, or rather gross 
results, of a process to which every 
cell Is a contributor. 
Growth, in fact, is a very mysteri­ 
ous and poetical process. After the 
physical process is completed we 
have spiritual growth to record— 
maturity, 
vigorous 
old 
age 
and 
senescence. Some people never reach 
maturity, but do reach senescence. 
Shakespeare's ages were not so 


inaccurate - for a poet and especial^ 
a poet before the full bloom of tin 
scientific renaissance. “The infant’

pends upon how close their job is 
tied into the war, th at the first 
fathers to go into the army will be 
j those in jobs McNutt considers non- 
deferable or unessential. 
It is im portant to emphasize this 
because future deferment depends 
upon occupation, even though a 
man's children were bom before 
last Sept. 15, making him a pre- 
Pearl Harbor father. But even that 
is no guarantee against army service. 
War Comes First 
Recently we asked a top WMC 
official what benefits a father could 
expect from shifting from a non- 
deferrable to an essential activity. 
He said; 
"Benefit? 
Benefit? 
We should 
not like to think In those terms 
We prefer to think th at 99 99/100 
per cent of American fathers are 
thinking of the war first and them ­ 
selves afterwards.'' 
But we assume th at a number of 
fathers, no m atter what their inter­ 
est in the war, are also thinking in 
terms of their families; th at they 
are thinking of what they can do 
to help the war and also of the 
effect of what they do upon their 
families. 
This was the heart of McNutt's 
order several weeks ago and the 
one which, he inside clear, still 
stands; 
Until now there has been a ban 
on drafting of fathers whose chil­ 
dren were born before last Sept. IS 
—fathers whose children were born 
after th at date were in draft terms 
not fathers at all—no m atter what 
job they held. 
But after Oct. I that ban is lifted: 
Fathers failing to shift from non- 
def err able jobs into Jobs related to 
the war will be placed first on the 
draft list. 
Outside of occupation, physical 
disability and conscientious objec­ 
tion, the only ground for deferment 
will be hardship—th at is, “extreme 
haidship and privation” to depend­ 
ents even after figuring the $50 
allowance to a wife, $12 for the 
first child, and $10 for each addi­ 
tional child.
